Worth More Than It Has Been for Ten 


Years, 

WasnHinoeton, December 10.—Thefstatistical 
returns of the agricultural department for De- 
ce:mber give the average farm prices of agri- 
cultural produets by counties, which are con- 
solidated in this office to obtain the accurate 
averages for the several states. The state 
agents obtain similar estimates, revise and 
consolidate and forward the the state averages. 
The department estimatés» as published, ure 
made from these duplicate and independent 
sources of information, which are in remark- 
able agreementand may be relied upon asa 
true measure of the value of the crops in the 
hands of the farmers. 

THE CROP WORTH MORK. 

The present corn crop is worth more than 
the last, and the farmers will recsive more 
forit. Unfortunately the districts of failure 
do not reaiize their portion of the advance in 
the average values. The average price, by the 
present returns, is 50.1 cents per bushel, against 
23.3 cents for the crop of 1889, an increase of 
77 per cent. It is the highest December 
price of the decade except that of 1881, the 
only yearin which the final average of the 
condition was werse than thatof the present 
season. The average price then rose to 
60.6 cents and that of the following year was 
45.4, with a better crop than the present. The 
next highest average is 44.4 in 1887. following 
three years of largecrops and cheap corn. 
The prices, therefore, depend upon the. quan- 
tity grown in the year plus the reserves from 
the preceding years. The present average 
shows that small crops are a sure cure for low 
prices, and that the iaw of demand is stiil the 
main factor in making prices and profits. 
The prices in seven corn surplus states are: 
Ohio, 51 cents; Indiana, 47 ; Illinois, 43; Iowa, 
41; Missouri, 44; Kansas, 51; Nebraska, 48. 

THE WHEAT CROP. 

The average farm value.of the wheat crop, 
as estimated, is 84 cents per bushe] against 69.8 
for 1889, an increase of 20 per cent on the 
price of last year. The value of wheat is 
affected by the harvests of other countries, as 
corn is nol perceptibly, and, therefore, prices 
are not entirely governed by the size of the 
home-grown crop. For example, the crop of 
1885, though smatier than the present one, 
brought but 77 cents in December. while the

WasuiIncTton, December 10.—The amount 
of silver offered for suie to the treasury de- 
partment today was 798,500 ounces, and the 
amount purchased 395,000 ounces, at prices 
ranging from 103 to 104.47. 

The hearing of the contending bidders for 
the Port Royal dry dock was held this morn- 
ing before the secretary of the navy. The 
bidders were present in person and were also 
represented by attorneys. A letter was read 
from Stolbrand, of Charleston, S. C., the 
lowest bidder, withdrawing from the compe- 
tition. 

The remaining bidders are Simpson & 
Packard, of New York, and McCarthy, of 
Washington. No decision was reached. There 
will be a further hearing Saturday. 

Secretary Windom’s action today indicates 
very plainiy thathe does not care to apply 
more than $8,000.000 of the surplus at present 
to. the purclrase of four per cent bonds. The 
offerings today aggregated nearly $2,000,000, 
of which over $1,000,000 was at 123}, the rate 
at which bonds were purchased yesterday.

The News in Charieston. 

Cuarieston, 8. C., December 10.—[Spe- 
cial.]—All Charleston is watching with abated 
breath and painful interest the struggle that is 
going on in Columbia over the senatorship. 
There are two Charieston delegates in Colum- 
bia who will receive a warm reception at the 
hands of their constituency when they return. 
Delegates Bissell and Sullivan may confidently 
count upon being relegated to the shades of 
private life upon the expiration of their terms 
of office.

GREAT EXCITEMENT PREVAILS.

Around 
the bulletin boards great throngs are 
collected at noon each day? and the 


crowd continues to linger until the last buile- 
tin has been received. As in 1876, when the 
whole city rushed forward to pay its taxes and 
vote for Hampton as treasurer, s0 now the 
wholecity, with the exception ofa few reform- 
ers, is at his back and hoping for his election. 
The Attorney General in Trouble. 

Hon. Y. J. Pope, the new attorney general 
of South Carolina, finds himself in about the 
most awkward position that an attorney gen- 
eral waseverin. Yesterday he discharged a 
clerk in the judiciary department, but in his 
letter of dismissal testified to his worth and 
efficiency. L. B. Butier, the dismembered 
clerk, then asked fof General Pope’s reasons. 
He replied that it was a duty he owed to the 
state, as Butler had voted for Haskell at the 
recent election, and that while he was in office 
no independent need apply. A lawyer today 
discovered in the general statutes of the state 
that such a discharge for political reasons was 
punishable by a tine of not less than $50 or 
more than $1,000, and imprisonment not less 
than three or more than twelve months. It is 
probable that a warrant will be issued at once 
for the attorney general. 


PERSECUTING THE JEWS. 


The Russian Government Taking Measures 
to Drive Them Out of the Country. 


St. PrrerssurG, December 10.—The 
government will probably promulgate @ new 
anti-Jewish law at the beginning of the com- 
ing year.. One of the most important clauses 
of the new measare forbids the selling, leasing 
or mortgaging to Jews of any real estate of 
the empire. Hitherto such a regulation has 
applied only to Poland. Another clause pro- 
vides that Jews shall be dispossessed of any 


real estate they may hold. In 
the past the Jewish merchants, after 
paying the commercial tax of the first 


guild for ten years, have been allowed to pur- 
chase real estate outside of the limits assigned 
to the Jewish populace. The new law cancels 
this privilege and compels them to sell all the 
real estate tiiat they may have acquired. The 
Jewish artisans are also to be deprived of cer- 
tain rights, and are to be kept strictly within 
the limits assigned to the Jewish population. 

Repressive measures will be taken against 
Jews infringing the new law, as well as against 
Christians who may be found abetting them. 


GENERAL LEE TALKS. 


It Will Be Time Enough to Name a Pres- 
ident When the Occasion Is Reached. 


RicuMonpD, Va., December 10.—([Special.}—Gen- 
era) Fitzhugh Lee, who, since his retirement from 
the gubernatorial chair, has devoted his energies 
to the development of the business of the Rock- 
bridge Company, is here tonight, in fine spirits 
and perfect health. 

‘‘L am out of politics,” said the genial ex-gov- 
ernor. 

Being asked his preference for the presidential 
nomination, two yeats hence, he said: 

‘That is some distance off yet, and Ijthink Sen- 
ator Daniel struck the idea when he said that it 
would be wisest to let the issues of the campaign 
be more cleazly defined, and then select jthe man 
who best represents them, and to whom saccess is 
niost certain to come.”

The iron men, the 
lumber men, the cotton menand the sugar mén 
will all contribute liberally, and when the 
exhibit is made Texas will be foremost in the 
galay of states. During the winter months, cauli- 
flower, straw berries,tomatoes, etc., will be ship 
on to the great fair, and the world will be thus 
apprised of the great possibilities of Texas, which 
can raise in midwinter fruits, vegetables and 
flowers. The deep water projects will also be 
iHustrated, as vessels can now enter any in 
Texas drawing from fourteen to twenty feet of 
water.

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PARNELL IN DUBKIN. 


AN IMMENSE DEMONSTRATION IN 
HIS HONOR. 


THE COUNTRY CLEARLY WITH HIM 


He Delivers a Vigorous Speech in the Ko- 
tunda, in Which He Boldly Asserts 
the Justice of His Cause. 


Dusiix, December 10.—Mr. Parnell arrived 
at Kingston early this morning. A body 
guardof 200 of his supporters, the Parnell 
leadership committee and other deputa- 
tions. who had traveled from Dublin on 
aspecial train, were on the pier to receive 
him. The members of Parnell’s pay were 
loudly cheered as they came down the gang 
plank. ‘Timothy Healy, Maurice Healy and 
Patrick Joseph Kenney, opponents of Parnell, 
traveled in the same boat with the Parnelli- 


tes from Holyhead. 

As they came ashore, they were subjected to 
hostile demonstrations by the crowd on the 
pier, while there were shouts for Parnell 
mingled with cheers for Mrs. O’Shea. Par- 
nell, accompanied by Campbell, his private 
secretary, was the last person to quit the boat. 

THE PEOPLE CHEER HIM. 

As he proceeded to the waiting train, the 
crowd became enthusiastic in their demon- 
strations, anc he was cheered again and again. 
A number of addresses were presented to him, 
in reply to which he expressed his thanks for 
the welcome that had been extended to him. 
He said that he cid not fear the result of the 
light he had nndertaken. He had never led 
the Irish party wrong in the past, and would 
not do so in the future. The train then hauled 
out from the station, and after a short run ar- 
rived in Dublin, where a large crowd had as- 
sembled in and about the station to 'welcome 
Parnell. As soon as the train came to a stand- 
still, Timothy Healy hurriedly descended from 
the coach, entered a cab and droveaway. He 
was recognized by the crowd, however, before 
he reached the cab, and was greeted with 
groaus and shouts of ‘Chief Justice Healy.”’ 

DRAWN BY THE PEOPLR. 

Thé crowd was so dense that Parnell, with 
difficulty, made his way through it. Finally 
he reached a cab, which he entered 
with Joseph E, Kenney. The crowd 
surrounded the cab, unharnessed the horse 
and then Parnell’s enthusiastic admirers drew 
the cab through the dark streets until they 
reached Kenney’s louse, No. 15 Rutland 
square, east. Asthe cab was rolled along the 
streets the crowd followed, singing ‘aod Save 
Ireland.’’ The pace was quick, and gave 
active exercise tothe dozen stalward police- 
men who followed the cabs. Upon his arrival 
at Kenney’s house Mr. Parnell made a brief 
speech to the crowd that had accompanied 
him there. 

SCENES ON THE WAY. 

The town clerk at Kingstown presented Mr. 
Parnell with an address, expressing admiration 
for his resolute resistance of the insolent dic- 
tation of Gladstone and assuring him of sup- 
portin his ‘‘noble work.’’ The address con- 
iuined this declaration: ‘““The people will not 
accept any home rule scheme not giving to the 
people the full control of the police and power 
io settle the land question.”’ 

In his speech, made upon his arrival at 
Kenney’s house, to those who had escorted 
him, Mr. Parne}l said he was confident that, 
with the youth of Ireland on hisside, he would 
win,-and that the comimon sense judgment of 
ihe Irish people would rally inthe true path 
and refuse to allow the country to be dictated 
io by any man, however eminent, 

The Parnell leadership committee during 
the day presented Mr. Parnell with an address, 
emphasizing in the strongest manner the con- 
demnation of the miserabie and contemptible 
position the seceders had assumed. It said they 
had belied their own utterances, had been 
false to their pledges of fealty and their con- 
stituents, and had ignored the principles with 
which, under Parnell’s guidance, they had 
achieved the only success ever resulting to 
them from parliamentary action. 

THE ANTI-PARNELLITES. 

Steps have been taken here to forma cen- 
tral body, to be called the national committee, 
in support of the secessionists’ section of the 
lrish parliamentary party. 

Clergymen ahd members of the National 
League will be cligible for membership. Tem- 
porary rooms have been secured on Dames 
street for the use of the committee. 

The Mansion House Reception. 


Mr. Parnell was in consultation with his 
supporters during the greater part of the day. 
At 7 o'clock in the evening he left Kenny’s 


residence, and proceeded to the Mansion house 
where the procession was to form. 

There the crush and the enthusiasm were so 
great that Parnell and his companions found 
much difficulty in reaching the door. The 
crowd was so enormous, and the people were 
so tightly packed and wedged in together 
that the organizers of the parade foundit a 
most laborious task to get the various societies 
and other bodies intoline. Ultimately, when 
nearly an hour had been consumed in the 
work of forming the procession, a start was 
made amid the crash of a score of brass bands 
and the waving of blazing torches. Mr. Par- 
neil rode in the lord mayor’s carriage 
at the head of the line. Just as the proces- 
sion started, a score of entltusiastic imen 
quickly unharnessed the horses and took their 
places, dragging the carriage the whole way 
to the rotunda. Mr. Parnell received an 
ovation all along the route, and when the hall 
was reached he again experienced the greatest 
difficulty in making his way to the entrance. 
The hall had been packed almost to suffoca- 
tion for an hour previous to the arrival of the 
procession. When Mr. Parnell finally man- 
aged to get inside, he found it impossible to 
reach the platform in any way other than on 
the shoulders of the crowd, and he passed 
to the stage over the heads of the reporters, the 
audience pressing forward, sweeping aside the 
stewards and Clambering upon the platform 
after him. 

The cheering which began when he entered 
the hall was kept up for several minutes, dur- 
ing which Messrs Kensey and Campbell, the 
_ two Redmonds, and others, forced their way 
to the platform. When the tumult subsided, 
the lord mayor was installed in the chair and 
a vote of confidence in Mr. Parnell passed 
amid great enthusiasm. 

MR. PARNELL’S SPEECH. 


There was another burst of cheering as Mr. 
Parnell arose to address the audience. He 
said: 

i have been accused of absence from the field 
of battle, but [did not intend to plead tonight 
cither excuses or reasons, believing that you, hav- 
ing contidence in me, would not put me tosuch an 
ordeal, but take me for what you have known me 
iv be, and for what, please God, I will prove my- 
self to bein the face of Ireland and my fellow 
countrymen. (Loud cheers.! : 

There is neea at the present crisis for discrimi- 
nation and judgment against Irishmen.

battlefields, but we decline to fusejwith you; we 
decline to surrender to you the independence 
which has produced in you the mind in which you 
are today, and which—please God—will continue 
tillit has produced the fruition of our hopes. 
{Cheers. } : 

THE GRAND OLD MAN. 

There is one distinction between the grand old 
man, for he is a grand old man, and his colleagues. 
‘Tis the distinction between the tail wagging the 
head, and vice versa. (Laughier.) And 
the message that Ireland sends back 
to the grand old man, is this: ‘‘Resume your place 
as leader of your party, back up your a 
authority, and when you have put yourself in po- 
sition of an independent ljeader, such as ours is, 
then, and not till then, will we allow our leader to 
treat with you upon these equal terms which alone 
can assure a lasting, possible and permanent set- 
tlement.’’ (Cheers.] 

SARCASM INDULGED IN. 

Mr. Parnell made a sarcastic reference to 
the promises of the English money to start an 
anti-Parnell paper, and declared that when 
they measured the depth of the purses of 
Labouchere and Professor Stuart, they would 
be in a position to estimate the magnitude of 
their opponents’ forces. 

Mr. Parneli continued his speech by saying 
thatif the movement against him was honest, 
he. would yield immediately. 

“But,” he said, “it is a movement of hypoc- 
risy, forthe man whose home rule is skin 
deep, but whose hatred of Ireland is not skin 
deep. The main features of the movement 
are an aberration of judgment and invincible 
ignorance. 1t depends on one-sided testimony. 

“THE OTHER SIDE,” 

Do you think there is no other side. (Cheers.} 
I need not dwell on my defense; it will be known 
some day. [Prolonged cheering and waving of 
hats.] lcouid notcome amongst you and look 
you in the face tonight unless { knew that there 
was another side to the question, and that 
you would be content to wait before deciding that 
I, unworthy as I am, [Cries of *‘no.”} am too un- 
worthy to walk with you even in sight of the 
promised land, which, please God, I will enter 
with you. [Cries of Parneil forever.’’} 

LAND AND EVICTION QUESTIONS. 

The remainder of Mr. Parneli’s unusually 
vigorous speech was devoted tothe land and 
eviction questions, and was a repetition of his 
former opinions. He then delivered a twenty 
minute speech at an overflow meeting in 
the concert hall, and followed this 
with an° address from the balcony to an 
immense crowd outside. At the conclusion of 
the speeches Parnell proceeded tothe National 
Club, escorted by a large torch-light proces- 
sion, headed by bands of music and cheered 
by the throng which lined the route. 

Here, from a window, he made another 
speech, with which he closed the memorable 
day. 

MR. HEALY HOOTED. 

Mr. Healy on three occasions was hooted in 
the streets today. ‘The last time he tried to 
address the people, when the crowd made a 
rush for him, hustling him around and smash- 
ing his hat down over his eyes. A man named 
Moran was arrested for assaulting Healy with 
a stick. . 

The only discordant event of the ovation to 
Parnell emanated from a compact group of 
students near the Bank of Ireland, who sang 
“God Save the Queen,”’ as. Parnell passed, for 
which performance they were chaffed by the 
crowd. 

Mr. Parne!! devoted several hours today to 
effecting a reorganization of the National 
League. Severa) deputations waited upon him 
during the day and reiterated their determina- 
tion to remain firm in bis support. 

A BUMMARY OF IRISH OPINION. 

The following is a summary of Irish opinion, 
as expressed by resolutions adopted by officials 
and organizations up to date: 

Boards of town commissioners~for Parnell, 
15; against Parnell, 8. 

Boards of poor law guardians—for, 18; 
against, 5. 

National league branches and registration 
societies—for, 75; against, 72. 

Trade and labor societies—for, 14; against 
none. 

Other organizations—for, 50; against 5. 

Pnblic meetings—for, 51; against 25. 

At Waterford today an open air demonstra- 
tion was held, during which Timothy Healy 
was burned in ettigy amid cheers for Parnell. 


McCARTHY’S MANIFESTO. 


The Seceders Give Their Reasons for 
Opposing Parnell. 

Lonpon, December 10.—The anti-Parnell 

members of the Irish parliamentary party have 

issued their promised manifesto to the Irish 


people. In this they say: 

Feeling bound to protect our country’s cause, at 
whatever personal sacrifice, we found ourselves 
under the sad necessity of terminating Parnell’s 
leadership. it would have been easier to have 
left him undisturbed, but such a course would 
have left every man of us a traitor to his 
country. Parnell, disregarding our appeals to re- 
member his country, evinced an _ ill-judged 
determination to maintain his untenable posi- 
tion,thus threatening to plungelreland into a con- 
flict which may overwhelm her, and cause her 
present fair prospects to disappear forever. 

Itisthe duty of Irishmen now, irrespective of 
ali econs:deration of feelings, either for Parnell or 
those difiering from him, to adopt a course that 
will tend tojsave Ireland from destruction.” 

Atter detailing various reasons for their 
action, the signers of the manifesto add that 
whatever judgement Ireland may pass on the 
manifesto, her course hangs on the issue, and 
the signers will abide. by that judgment, they 
being the nation’s servants. 

THE CHARGES AGANST PARNELL. 

They enumerate charges against Parnell as 
foliows: : 

1. He speaks as if he had been the injured party 
whereas he alone is responsible ior the present 
deplorable situation: : 

2. He pledges himselfto repel the charges in 
connection with the O’Shca case, but when the 
time came todo this he remained silent. 

3. He does not hesitate to renounce and de- 
nounce the niultitudes of English friends of Irish 
liberty as English wolves. 

4. But the English wolves and the Irish bishops 

express the saine opinion of Parnell, and he can- 
not mend matters by calling them nicknames. 
5. The reminder of the Leinster re-election was 
the most ungenerous taunt ever uttered. The 
effort to sustain Harnell wiihout playimg Ireland 
false is made the cause of attack, whereas it 
ouctht to be a vindication. ‘ 

The signers’ position be ore Ireland is dwelt 
upon atlength. They set forth that Parnell’s 
re-election was due to gratitude for past 
services, and his depositioe to the fact that if 
he continued as Jeader the struggle might as 
well have been abandoned. 

PARNELL’S PERSONALITY DANGEROUS. 

The manifesto says: 

‘‘Hl[e (Parnell) must be aware that his per- 
sonality obstructs the efforts for freedom, and 
leaves Ircland with nothing for many years 
bat the abominable. system imposed by the 
present government. If he is re-elected the 
tory government will resume power, coercion 
receive a new lease and the struggle for home 
rule be lost to the living generation. The final 
question, which rests with the Irish nation, is 
‘Lose all for Parnell, or win all without him.’ 
Home rule with Gladstone is safe,”’ 

The signers say they refuse to abandon 
Giadstone for Parnell, or to insist on the lib- 
eral leaders revealing his plans for home rule, 
which action, they say, would be foolishly to 
give an advantage to Ireland’s enemies, The 
signers refuse to believe that Gladstone de- 
sired to dictate. He was bound to publish his 
conviction that the retention of Parnell in the 
leadership of the Irish party would wreck 
home rule. Why should a man of eighty-one 
waste the brief remnant of his life in a strug- 
gle foredoomed to failure? 

The signers offered Parnell the opportunity 
of temporary retirement, with the view to his 
eventual reinstatement, but it never gave the 
faintest chance of settement. His fatal 
manifesto was an —— to hatred between the 
people of Great Briean and Ireland, and 
makes impossible for him hereafter to co- 
operate with the liberal party. The signers 
never deserted Parnell, but he them, and the 
honor of lre!and is safe in their hands through 

evil fortune.

THE UNITED IRELAND. 


A Sensational Incident in an Irish News- 
paper Office. 

Dusty, December 10.—The newspaper, 
United Ireland, has just got into trouble 
through its persistent advocacy of the retire- 
ment of Parnell. Mr. Parnell is one of the 
directors of the company owning the paper, 
and, acting in that capacity, today seized the 
plant of the paper, stopped the issue of the 
current edition and ejected the acting editor, 
Mr. Bodkin. 

Barrister Kelley, Henry Campbell, Parnell’s 
private secretary, and Mr. Mahoney, member 
of parliament, were present when the seizure 
was made. 

Parnell’s agent has taken possession of the 
offices of the paper. 

THE EDITOR EJECTED. 

Wher Bodkin entered the office today he 
fofind Parnell in possession. Parnell, in the 
presence of the other directors, read the arti- 
cles of association under which the company 
was organized, and then ordered the sheriff to 
eject Bodkin. The latter made an ineifectual 
resistance. A desperate row occurred in the 
downstairs otiice between the sheriff’s officers 
and the sub-editors. Sticks and stools were 
used as weapons, and the air was filled with 
flying missiles. Finally, after a sharp and 
fierce struggle, the sub-editors were put out of 
the building. 

The news of the seizure of the paper created 
great excitement in Dublin, and a mob sur- 
rounded the office. Parneil later addressed 
the staff, the members of which promised to 
serve him during the remainder of the crisis, 

HIS EARLY ARRIVAL: 

Mr. Parnell placed Mr. Leamy in charge of 
the paper. It has been ascertained that one of 
the editors got a hint of Parnell’s intention to 
seize the paper,and made arrangements to have 
today’s edition printed at an earlier hour than 
usual. The edition was on the point of being 
issued when Parnell appeared. He ordered 
the entire edition, which contained bitter at- 
tacks upon himself, destroyed. In _ the 
struggle that took place in the office, one of 
Bodkin’s supporters was hit on the head with 
the office stvol, receiving a scalp wound. Three 
of the sheriff’s men received slight contusions, 

It is stated this afternoon that Mr. Parnell 
owns 474 0f tne 500 sharesinto which the 
capital stock of the United Ireland Company 
is divided, and that Dr. Joseph E. Kenney 
and Justin McCarthy own the remainder. 
The editors who were ejected from the office 
will sue Parnell for assanit. 

Timothy Healy was at the oflice of the Na- 
tional League, on Sackville street, when the 
paper was seized. 

A CHANGED POLICY. 

The United Ireland wi!l reappear tomorrow, 
but its policy will be changed, and henceforth 
it will be issued as a Parnellite organ. Mr, 
Bodkin,’ the acting editor of The United 
Ireland, in an interview subsequent to his re- 
moval, said the edition of the paper which 
Parnell ordered destroyed contained many 
resolutions that had been adopted by pro- 
vincial branches of the National Leaees, op- 
posing Parnell. It contained alsoa cable 
dispatch from O’Rrien, saying: ‘‘Abide by 
instructions. Insist upon Parnell’s retire- 
ment as a sine qua non.” While on that 
street, at one time, a hostile crowd threatened 
Healy, who was compelled to seek protection 
from the police. 

THE UNITED IRELAND RECAPTURED. 

Late tonight a strong party of Parnell’s op- 
ponents made a descent upon and recaptured 
the officers of the United Ireland. The in- 
vaders destroyed all the “‘leaders’’ which had 
been prepared by Leamy, who was _in- 
stalle as editor today by Parnell, 
and turned all matter that they found 
set up into the fire. Then they took pos- 
session of the ledgers and other books, and 
documents belonging to thé concern. All this 
was done in the name of William O’Brien A 
strong posse from the various laborers’ societies 
has been left asa garrison, with instructions 
to remain on guard day and night, andto re- 
sist by force any further intrusion by Parnell 
and his friends. It is stated that the sup- 
pressed edition of the paper will appear to- 
morrow. 

EDINBURGH WITHDRAWS ITS CONFIDENCE. 

The freedom of the city of Edinburg re- 
cently presented to Parnell has been with- 
drawn. Today at a meeting ofthe municipal 
council, Parnell’s name was erased from the 
roll of burgesses. 


CALLED ON TO RESIGN 


By the Officers of the New York Land 
League. 

New York, December 10.—The executive 
committee of che Irish National League cabled 
the following to Parnell today: 

“Charles Stewart Parnell, M. P., 
Ireland : The executive committee of 
the New York municipal council of 
the Irish Nationa) League gratefully 
remember your magnificent services to your 
country, and deplore the necessity of the hour, 

“We believe your retirement for the present 
absolutely essential to success. A divided Irish 
party will result in the collapse of trish- American 
support. Unity means triumph. Division means 
disaster and permanent ruin. 

“Our loyalty and services in the past will attest 
the sincerity of our movements. 

“We make this appeal that Ireland may not be 
deprived of your future usefulness, and that her 
cause may not perish in our day and generation. 

“JouNn P. RYAN, Chairman.”’ 
THE CHICAGO MONEY EN DOUBT. 

CuiIcaGo, December 10.—The final disposition 
of the money subscribed for the Irish cause on 
the occasion of the late meeting to listen to the 
addresses by the Irish enveys then in this city, re- 
mains in doubt. The aggregate of the subscriptions 
and money realized from the sale of tickets was 
between $26,000 and $18,000. Less than half of 
this has been realized in cash, as most of the sub- 
scribers, in view of the split in the party, have 
thought it best to keep their money in their 
pockets till the air has cleared. 


THE BLUE CREEK MINES.

The Trouble Proves to Have Been of @ 
Slight Character. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., December 10.—The 
trouble at Blue Creek coal mines last night 
was not serious. The fifty officers who rushed 
down here on a special train found little to do. 
Three members of the Mine Workers’ Union 
had gone to Blue Creek toaddress the strikers, 
and urge them not to return to work. The 
men refused to leave when ordered to do so 
by the company’s officers, and that seemed to 
have frightened the officers into believing that 
ariot was threatened. Four men, who had 
been making speeches to the strikers, were ar- 
rested and brought to this city. They were 
placed under bonds, on charges of trespass 
and enticing laborers. All is quiet atthe 
mines today.

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| BLEEDING KANSAS 
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AGAIN LEADING THE COUNTRY 
INTO REVOLUTION, 


The Great Interest Felt in the Proceedings 
of the Farmers’ Convention in Ocala. 
The Successor to Ingalls. 


ToreKxa, Kans., December 10.—[Special.]— 
No national gathering has been watched with 
deeper interest by the people of Kansas than 
the National Farmers’ Alliance meeting re- 
cently held at Ocala, Fia. : 

Ordinarily such a meeting would have at- 
tracted very little attentionfrom the average 
Kansas republican politician, but in 
the light of the recent political 
upheaval, when five out of seven congressmen 
and three-fourths of the legislature went down 
before the alliance tornado which swept over 
the Kansas prairies, is it to be wondered at 
that the men who have run the politics of this 
state for a quarter of a century on the preju- 
dice and bloody-shirt issue should be 
watchful of a force in the _ politics 
of today which has wiped out the boasted 
$2,000 republican majority? Such a campaign 
was never before witnessed in Kansas. Ordin- 
arily the bloody shirt and sectionalism were 
the weapons used when members of the G, O. 
P. became unmanageable and threatened re- 
volt, but in this year of grace 1890, they 
would not work. The toilers upon the 
prairies of Kansas were reading and 
thinking—they were appealing to the party in 
power for relief and demanding that a few 
manufacturers of New England should not be 
protected at the expense of the men who 
created the wealth of this country. 

A THINKING CAMPAIGN. 

It wasa reading and thinking campaign. 
Men were studying the economic questions 
for themselves, and all the efforts to divide 
and distract the membership of the 
alliance proved futile. The republican 
press of the state denounced the alliance as a 
southern democratic scheme, tinctured with 
rebel democracy, and offticered by ex-confed- 
erates, but that did no good. Republicans 
were appealed to,and urged to forsake the 
alliance and stand with the men who fought 
for a united country, but they declined 
the proffered advice and remained in 
the alliance. Ex-union soldiers were 
shown that they were aiding and abetting the 
very men who had tried to destroy the union 
in the perilous daysof ’6land’5, but they 
were not moved by prejudice or by the sway- 
ing of the bloody shirt. ‘They were in the alli- 
ance to stay and they did stay. Sixty thousand 
stayed and voted the alliance ticket. 

REPUBLICAN DESPERATION. 

No effort was spared by the leaders of the re- 
publican party to break the force of the alliance 
when the campaign opened, but they were 
vain and fruitless. Thousands of republicans 
went into the alliance ‘‘to hold it level’’—pre- 
vent any harm to their party—but nine out of 
ten remained and voted with their brethren. 

When the alliance was spreading over the 
state last March, the republican managers in 
the various county seats advised their trusted 
lieutenants in the several townships, who had 
always “brought up their sections’’ for con- 
ventions as requested, to go into the alliance 
and see that norepublican goastray. The 
lieutentants generally acted upon the advice 
of the county bosses, but very few of them 


ever returned to votethe republican tickef® 


Aside from the social attraction 
of the alliance, they found that they had been 
manipulated by ring politicians, and they de- 
cided to join heartand hand with their neigh- 
bors and assist theminthe great reform for 
the agricutural classes. 

THE FIGHT AGAINST INGALLS. 

The great fight made by the alliance was 
against John J. Ingalls. The speakers 
charged him with working and vot 
ing in the interest of Wall 
street gamblers and gf = keeping 
alive sectionalism to the exclusion of all ques- 
tions in which the farmers of Kansas are in- 
terested. With the exception of a half dozen 
conventions, every candidate nominated by the 
people’s party for the legislature stood upon 
an anti-Ingalls platform, and out of a total of 
125 members the alliance elected ninety-one. 
The state senate holds over and is com- 
posed of forty senators, thirty-nine 
of whom are republicans. On joint 
ballot eighty-three elects, so the alliance has‘a 
clear majority of eight over all, enough to 
secure the defeat of John J. Ingalls. 

WHO WILL SUCCEED HIM? 

Who will succeed Ingalls? is the question. 

Undoubtedly John F. Willits is the leading 
candidate. He has now forty-eight votes 
pledged tohim. His election as national lec- 
turer ofthe alliance hasgiven him additional 
p estige. Heled the fightin the recent con- 
test, and was the people’s candidate for gov- 
ernor, lacking only 8,000 votes of an election. 
The machinery of the people’s party is for 
him. Chairman Chase, of the state central 
committee, is confident of his election 
and believes he will. be the caucus 
nominee. Willits is a farmer and has 
served one termin the state legislature as a 
republican. Five years ago he left the party 


"and has since afiiliated with the greenback 


arty. 

. Judge W. A. Peffer, editor of The Kansas 
Farmer, is also a candidate and has nineteen 
votes pledged to him forsenator. He is prob- 
ably the best posted ran on the tariff in Kan- 
sas, and until one year ago was a protection 
republican. Recently he has renounced his 
former ideas, andisnowafirm advocate of 
tariff reform. 

Another active candidate for the senate is 
General John H. Rice, of Fort Scott, and un- 
til the present summer the editor of The Moni- 
tor, a leading republican newspaper. Rice 
came to Kansas at the close of the 
war from Atlanta, where he was engaged 
for several years in compiling and publishing 
a ‘‘Confederate States Geography.”’ In 1888 he 


_ took an active part in the campaign, stumping 


the state for Harrison and Morton. At the 
close of the campaign he became a candidate 
for collector of internal revenue for the dis- 
trict of Kansas, but failed through the 
efforts of Senator Ingalls to get that position 
He at once renounced his republicanism, 
joined the alliance and was nominated as its 
candidate for the legislature on an anti-Ingallis 
platform. His son, W. M. Rice, was nominated 
as his competitor by the repubiicans and was 
elected « by twenty-seven majority over 
the father. Rice’s support will be insignifi- 
cant because the people believe he is fighting 
Ingalls for personal reasons. 

P. Elder, of Ottawa, and Professor 
Canfield, of the state university, have been 
mentioned for senator, but they will not be in 
the race.

We Must Not Go Backward. 

It would be a backward step if Geor- 
gia should now withdraw any part of her 
appropriations to our higher educational 
institutions. 

The State university, the Technological 
school and the Girls’ Industrial school 
are part and parcel of our educational 
system. Cripple them, and the common 
schools are injured. Our’ educational 
progress should keep pace with our mate- 
rial progress and development. 

With our increasing population, our 
rising industries, and general prosperity, 
we should strengthen and liberally aid 
the great institutions of learning which 
are doing so much to bring the rising 
generation of Georgians to the front. 

If we curtail our educational appropri- 
ations it will injure us abroad, and in- 
jure us still more at home. We simply 
cannot afford to do it. Misplaced econ- 
omy is worse than no economy. When 
the duties and responsibilities of a great 
state like Georgia increase, we must 
make ourselves equal to the occasion, 
and leave nothing undone. 

The legislature will find this a very 
serious matter. It will not do to treat 
it lightly or hastily. To block the 
cause of higher education is to retard 
our progress in every other direction. 
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The Basis of Confidence. 

Some of the big capitalists who have 
been squeezing the little fellows to death 
during the past few weeks agree with 
President Harrison that the country is 
snjoying exceptional prosperity. 

Undoubtedly the natural conditions are 
favorable, but how about the artificial 
conditions? The volume of business is 
swelling, but there is not enough ready 
cash to carry it on. Crops and other 
products are ready to enter into consump- 
tion, but where is the money? 

It is no useto say that there is plenty 
of money somewhere in the country. 
It is hoarded by a few, in the- hands of 
speculative monopolists, and the people 
tee very littie of it. Practically there is 
hardly any cash in active circulation, 
and even if our entire currency, 322 per 
capita, changed hands briskly, still there 
would not be enough to meet the de- 
mands of business. 

Under these circumstances the 
who have obtained absolute control of 
our financial system come to the front 
and say that .we do not need more 
money, but more confidence. They say 
that with a feeling of confidence per- 
vading business circles credit would be so 
good that dollars would no longer be 
needed between buyers and sellers. 

But the trouble is that the basis of 
confidence is lacking. Without integrity 
and stability there can be no confidence, 
The men who control the money of the 
country are unscrupulous schemers, and 
they make our financial system unstable 
whenever it suits their purposes. They 
have shaped the tariff to work to their 
interests. When a man buys a manu- 
factured article or builds a house it costs 
him fifteen per cent more than it dida 
few months ago, and he finds the money 
harder to get. ‘he tariff is protecting 
stone and iron and wool, but it does not 
protect men. The majority of men are 
laborers, and no greater blow could be 
dealt them than to increase the cost of 
living without inereasing wages. 

The speculators and McKinleyites are 
making everything unstable and unreliable. 
Why develop an industry? There is no 
telling when the government will smash 
it!’ Why toil hard to produce cotton in 
‘the south and grain in the west? Our 
masters, the plutocrats, will see to it 
that the crops shall be sacrificed. 

Squeeze! That is the word. The 
great generals of finance have given 
this order, and it runs all along the 
line. Every conscientious speculator who 
is able to crowd somebody to the wall 
does it, and loots his pocket in a purely 
legitimate way. The people have | 
been squeezed so often that they have 
no confidence In the squeezers, and the 
squeezers have no confidence in each 
other.

A SPECIAL MEETING OF THE BOARD 
OF EDUCATION TODAY, ‘ 


—_--—- 


At this the Boundaries of the School Dis- 
tricts May Be Changed—A Big 
Consolidation. 


Atlanta is going to have new school bound- 
aries. 

Messrs. Beatie, Hirsch and Kontz, the 
special committee of the board of education, 
appointed to considera remodeling of the pres- 
ent school boundaries, and to lay out districts 
for the new schools,have completed their work 
aud will probaby present{ their report at the 
special meeting of the board to be held this 
afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

As an indication of the rapid growth in the 
city’s population, 2.210 school permit tickets 
have been given out by Superintendent Slaton 
within the past year. And of this number 700 
have been refused admission, owing to lack of 
room. 

Many of these children have been sent by 
their parents to private schools, but there still 
remainsa large number who are awaiting va- 
cancies, principally mm the primary grades. 

Families are coming into Atlanta from all 
parts of the United States... From 
December 1st up to date Professor Slaton 
has given permits to four children trom Min- 
neapolis, Minn.; three from Augusta, Ga. ; 
three from Marietta; two from Brooklyn, N. 
Y.; one ffom New York city; one from Cal- 
houn. Ga.; three from Florida; one from 
Michigan, and two from Wisconsin. The 
same ratio has been maintained since Septem- 
ber Ist.

Uniting Educational Institutions. 

Three prominent Atlanta men are the prime 
movers in a plan to consolidate the Eastern- 
Southern Educational Association and the 
Alabama Educational Association. 

‘They are Major W. F. Slaton, superinten- 
dent of schools; Dr. H. G. Hutchison, presi- 
dent of the common council, and Mr. V. E. 
Orr. publisher of The Georgia Teacher. 

They are working tooth and naii for the ac- 
complishment of their aims, with every pros- 
pect of success. 

The headquarters of the Eastern-Southern 
Association, or, properly, the eastern section 
of the Southern association, is now at More- 
head City, N. C. The territory of this organi- 
zation includes Arkansas, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Georgia, Florida, North and South 
Carolina and the Virginias. 

The Alabama association is limited in its 
scope, including only that state and a portion 
of Mississippi, and has its headquarters at 
Birmingham. 

These associations have hitherto remained 
separate and distinct, for the reason that 
Morehead City is too far east and Birming- 
ham is too far west fora joint headquarters. 
Atlanta is the middle ground, and possesses 
every facility for the establishment of an edu- 
cational rendezvous. 

These three gentlemen are endeavoring to 
bring about the uniting of the two bodies into 
one powerful organization, to be called the 
Southern Educational Association, and to 
make Atlanta the permanent headquarters 
and meeting place therefor. 

Dr. Hutchison's resolution, passed at the 
last session of the city council, inviting the 
two bodies to hold a joint annual meeting in 
Atlanta next summer, was the entering wedge 
of the movement. 

It is to be thoroughly understood that this 
scheme 1s in no wise directed against the best 
interests of the national organization.

Then he 
was beaten by his son for the legislature, and 
now he is a candidate for the United States 
senate. His career, you see, has been one of

Mr. Chappell, of Laurens, made a terrific 
exposition of what he deemed outrageous man- 
agement of the asylum.

“The money that we give those poor un- 
fortunates never gets to them. It is gobbled 
up by the officers in charge. Iam in favor of 
making the asylum comfortable, but I'am op- 
posed to embellishments. The flower gardens 
aud playing fountains there are luxuries that 
Georgia cannot afford. They are flower 
yards that are drawing butterflies from 
other states, too. I understand that acrazy 
person in Alabama need only come to Georgia 
and live a week and will be taken in the 
asylum.’’ He continued iis abuse of the 
management of the asylum severely. 

But he was answered. Mr. Whit- 
field, of Baldwin, took the floor and gave 
some powerful arguments in behalf of the 
asylum. So dig Mr. Hill, of Meriwether; 
Mr. Huff, of Bibb, and Seay, of Rome, and 
Berner, of Monroe. 

The amendment was opposed by Mr. Hum- 
pareve. of Brooks, who, like Mr. Chappell, in- 

alged in some hard thrustsat the manage- 
ment of this institution. 

The amendment was lost, and the asylum 
gets $190,000. 

The Session Prolonged. 

Mr.Calvin’s resolution prolonging the session 
of the general assembly was passed by both 
the house and senate yesterday. 

The resolution reads as follows:

and in simple justice they ought not to be in- 
jured by a parallel line. 

Mr. Gilbert offered an amendment to Mr. 
Clifton’s amendment providing that the track 
should not be laid parallel to the other line un- 
less by the consent of the city council ef Co- 
lumbus. 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, spoke for the pass- 
age of the bill, and Mr. Holtzclaw _and Good- 
win spoke for Mr. Clifton’s amendment. 

Mr. Gilbert then gained the floor and spoke 
in behalf of his bill and his constituents most 
pointedly. 

He said he had come to the members of the 
house with the bill, asking for noth- 
ing under the sun, but for the, sim- 
ple right of homerule. It was the custom 
of the honse to grant this right to local sections, 
and he appealed to the honse for the same. 
He asked why should the granting of a charter 
to one street railway bottle up the privileges 
and hinder the progress of a growing city like 
Columbus by keeping down all other compa- 
nies. 

Mr. Gilbert’s speech was the most effective 
effort that has yet been made on the floor of 
the house this season, as was seen by the sud- 
den change of the sense of the house when 
the question was called. 

The amendments were both lost, and the 
bill went through on an overwhelming ma- 


jority.

: TO IMPROVE THE CAPITOL GROUNDS. 

The resolution by Mr. Martin, of Fulton, to 
make an appropriation of $18,000 for the im- 
provement of the capitol grounds, the 
senate yesterday. 

Only twominor amendments were put in, 
and those by the finance committee—one in- 
serting the words ‘‘or so much thereof as may 
he necessary” after the ainount named, and 
the other providing that the contract should 
be let to the lowest bidder. Bs 

There was considerable debate over an 
amendinent by Senator Walker, of the twelth, 
making the appropriation $10,006 instead of 
$18,000. 

This was defeated, 25 to 13. 

Senators Terre]], Todd, Beck and others 
spoke for the appropriation. 
. Senator Terrell called it “‘blacking the shoes 
of the capitol”’ after putting it, with $1,000,- 
000, inadress suit. Rather a high-priced 
‘“shine,’”’ but Senator Terrel! showed that this 
was the lowest amount for which the work 
could be done decently, and the bill, 48 
amendod, passed by a yea and nay vote of 2 
to 14. : 

THE MAXWELL BILL. 
The house bill by Mr. Maxwell, of Talbot, 


came up inthe senate yesterday for a third 


reading. 

It had been favorably reported by the tem- 
perance cominittee. 

It received only one amendment, the words 
‘in any quantity’? being inserted, the more 
clearly to express the purpose of the bill. 

Jt passed then, 32 to 2. 

CONCERNING APPLICANTS FOR DIVORCE. 

A bill particularly interesting to prospective 
applicants for divorce came up yesterday in 
the senate. 

It was that one by Senator Harp, of the 
twenty-fourth, requiring applicants for divorce 
to deposit $10, in advance of the fling of the 
libel, to go towards paying the clerks and 
slieriffs’ fees. 

Senators Lane, Harp and Hodges spoke for 
it; Senators Cabaniss, Irvine and Terrell 
againstit. | 

The argument for it was that after a great 
many divorce cases were filed, entailing labor 
upon the clerks and sheriffs, they were com- 
promised, or both parties were found to be in- 
solvent, and the clerks and sheriffs got noth- 
ing for their trouble. Particularly is this true, 
it was stated, amongst negroes, so that the 
evil was felt most in middie and south Geor- 


ia. 
4 The objection to it was that it shut the doors 
of justice against any man or woman whocould 
not pay $10; that for this and other reasons, 
it was class legislation. 

The senate adjourned without having a vote 
upon the bill, to resume the debate tomorrow.

THE SITUATION SHOWS NO MATER- 
IAL CHANGE. 


The Zachry Kesolution to Come Up Today. 
Meeting of the W. and A. Committee 
with the Governor Yesterday. 


There is no change in the Western and 
Atlantic situation. 

Talk was plentiful yesterday and many 
were the views expressed upon the appa- 
rent conflict between the lessees and the 
State, but the talk developed no new situa- 
tions and no new theories. 

The Western and Atlancic committee of 
the houge met Governor Northen for con- 
sultation; the minority of the senate finance 
committee made its report against the 
Zachry resolution—those were the develop- 
ments yesterday. 

Today the Zachry resolution will be acted 
upon by the senate. There will, in all 
probability, be a lively contest over this 
resolution, as the minority report of the 
finance committee shows a strong opposi- 
tion to the commission idea. “s 


The Western and Atlantic railroad commit- 
tee has gone to work upon its field of duty. 

There was 3 meeting of the committee yes- 
terday in the private office of Governor 
Northen for a consultation with the governor. 

The letter of Hon. Joseph E. Brown, presi- 
stating that it is the 
purpose of the present lossees notta pay the 
taxes on the property of the road in ‘Tennessee, 
which are soon to fall due, and the 
one from President Thomas, the new 
lessee, stating that he expected ito re- 
ceive the road free of all incumbrances, 
were read before the committee, and each 
member was called upon to give a full ex- 
pression of his views on the subject. 

There was not much said. 

Only a few members gave expression 
of their opinions, and Governor Norliten him- 
self had but little to say to the committee. 

The remarks of Governor Northen, however, 
signified his inclination to urge aspeedy settle- 
ment of the debt of the taxes to Tennessee for 
the year 1890, which amount to something 
more than £10,000. 

Governor Northen isiin favor of bruging 
the matier to a satisfactory agreement. He 
urges that the general assombly should take 
action onitatonce and let the new lease 
gointothe hands of the lessees free of this 
debt of taxes to Tennessee. 

And it generally seemed to be the sense of 
the committee that the state should take this 
step at once to protect its property. 

The committee will meet the governor again 
today. 


The Minority Report. 


The report of the minority of senate financo 
committee on the Zachry resolution reads as 
fo lows: 

Mr. President: We, the undersigned members of 
the finance committee which has had under con- 
sideration “A resolution to create a coinmission to 
consider the claims between the capes: of the 
Western and Atiantic railroad and the state of 
Georgia,” beg leave to submit to the sen ate as our 
reasons f..r dissenting from the majority report of 
the committee, which was favorable to the pas- 
gaze of said resolutivn, the following, to-wit: 

1. Because we are © pposed to the sovereigu state 
of Georgia entering into anyarbitration. Itiso or 
desire for the state to meet in candor and fairness 
all who make claims upon her and settle with 
them according to the strictest rules of business 
integrity, and not through the unsatisfactory 
methods of an arbitration. 

2. Because if it be wise to appoint a commission, 
as provided for in the resolution reported by the 
finance committee, its decision should not be 
binding and conclusive as to the rights of the 
parties. Theexperience of all governments has 
deimonstraied the wisdom of having some appel- 
jate tribunal for the final adjudication of causes, 

3. Because the peopie of Georgia elected this 
general assembly with the expectation that it 
would sett'e this qaestion intellig: ntly, and with 
equal fairness anid justice to the state and the 
lessees, and in our judginent before it can so 
settle the question the general assembly must 
know what the issues are, and be placed in tull 
possession of all the facts bearing upon tose is- 
sues. That this may be bone we believe that a 
joint commission should be appointed and in- 
structed to ascertain what issues, if any, exi-t be- 
tween the state and the lessees, and collect the 
facts thereon and report to this general assembly. 

The Sale of the Kentucky Central. 


An interview with the Hon. Calvin S. Bri ice, 
one of the directors of the Kentucky Cetra! 
railroad, contirins the report of the sale of that 
road to the Louisville and Nashville railroad. 
The price agreed upon is said to be 60 per cent 
of the capital stock valuation of $6,907,500, 
which is to be paid with Louisville and Nash- 
ville 4 per cent bonds, which are worth abeut 
75cenis, though under the tinancial pressure 
at between 68 and 72 cents. This will give 
the Louisville and Nashville an air-line from 
Atianta to Cincinnati over the following roads: 
Marietta and North Georgia from Atlanta to 
Marietta; Knoxville Southern from Mari etta 
to Knoxville; Knoxviile, Cumberiand Gap 
and Louisville from Knoxville to Middles- 
borough, Ky.; Louisville and Nashviile 
from Middlesborough to Livingston, Ky.; 
Kentucky Central from Livingston to Cincin- 
nati, a total distance of 541 miles. This route 
is about forty miles longer than tho oid one 
via the East Tennessee, Virginia and Geergi in 
froin Knoxville to Jeilico; bat the time ma 
will be about the sarne an: 1 the Lonisville cree 
Nashvilie is now entir iy independent of the 
Kast Tennessee on the Atianta-Cincinnati 
route.

The north side park now seems an assured 
fact. 

Everbody nearly wants it, 

And the indieations are that the park will 
be just where the Piedmont park now stands. 

Dr. Spaiding’s proposition has started the 
ball rolling that way. 

It was Mayor-elect Hemphill, who first sug- 
gested the north side park, and in discussing it 
on the Peachtree horse car, his object was to 
ascertain the eentiment of those around him. 
No one knows better than Mr. Hemphill the 
absolute necessity of pure fresh air and 
the great benefit grown people as 
well as children derive from an hour or twa 
passed each summer day in such a place as 
Piedmont park could be made. 

Dr. Spalding’s proposition to surrender his 
stock in the Piedmont Park Association to the 
city struck Mr. Hemphill with force, and he 
will probably recommend the plan to the gen- 
eral council if the property is tendered by the 
stockholders. 

“IT am 


myself a stockholder in the 
association,”’ said Mr. Hemphill yesterday, 
‘and I will willingly give my _ stock. 
I have long observed the necessity of an out- 
ing place for the north side, such as_the Pied- 
mont park would give and shail doall in my 
power to get a park on that side. 

Mayor Glenn is a big stockholder in the 
Piedmont Park Company and after reading the 

sroposition of Dr. Spalding in yesterday’s 

SONSTITUTION remarked: 

‘Tam glad to see that pian cy | seg It 
is a mighty good one and I will join Dr. 
Spalding. I am perfectly willing 1. transfer 
my stock along with the rest to to the city. 
We need just that kind of placein that side, 
and Iam more than willing to give my part,”’ 

The more Dr. Spalding thinks of his propo- 
sition the more he likes it. in speaking of it 
yesterday, he said: 

“The north side of the city needs a park, and 
needs it badly, and I consider the exposition 
grounds the best and cheapest piece of land 
for the purpose within the five-mile limit. The 
exposition would not be without a home, as 
the city could rent it to thecompany ¢ach year 
for the purpose. There is an indebtedness 
upon the jand which would have to be as- 
suimed by the city in the event of a purchase.’’ 

Dr, Spalding stands by every word of the 
item concerning his position on the park ques- 
tion as published in Wednesday morning’s 
CONSTITUTION. 

Mr Forrest Adair, another exposition direc- 
tor, is also an enthusiastic advocate of the ex- 
position grounds asa site for a north side park. 
Said he yesterday : 

*There is no prettier or more suitable spot 
in Fulton county for the purpose. There are 
200 acres of good land, with water advantages 
unexcelied. As the land stands now it is 
worth ut the least calculation $500 per acre, 
and the money spent upon its cultivaton asa 
park, no maiter how imuch, would never be 
thrown away, as every dollar expended for the 
purpose would be equaled, if not exceeded, 
by the resulting rise in the value of the land.

Tuesday, December the 23d. 

The first anniversary of Mr. Grady’s death. 

And the ceremonies will be impressive and 
entertaining toall who knew the journalist 
for whom the hospital was named. 

The entire programme for the day has not 
been arranged, but a committee composed of 
Mr. Grady’s warmest friendsis now working 


upon it. 

The joint committee on the hospital con- 
vened in the mayor’s office yesterday after- 
noon to start the work, 

Hon. Joe Hirsch, chairman, and Hon. Al- 
bert Howell, of the general council committee, 
Mayor Glenn, Hon. W. <A. Hemphill, 
Dr. A. W. Calhoun, Captain J. W. English, 
Mr. Saruel M. Inman, Captain Robert J. 
Lowry and Captain Milledge of the citizens’ 
committes were in attendance. 

Chairman Hirsch gave the committee @ 
verbal report of the financial condition, show- 
ing that about $25,000 was needed to complete 
and equip the building. 

“This, however,’’ he remarked, “will not 
prevent us from laying the corner stone on 
Christmas day. The contractors are now down 
to hard work and are piling the basement up 
nicoly.’’ 

Captain English urged the necessity of se- 
curing as quickly as possible the amount yet 
wanted. 

‘‘Let each one of us,” he said, ‘“‘work dili- 
gently to raise that money. I think if we 
were to get together and each one would select 
a few gentlemen to whom he could make an 
appeal, we could secure all we need.” 

“But do you think, Captain English,” asked 
Mayor Glenn, “‘that we could lay the corner 
stone Christmas day?”’ 

“*T think so, I know nothing in the way of 
it,’’ answered Captain English. 

“We ought to have some good speakers,” 
said Mayor Glenn. 

‘ That's true,’’ remarked Captain English 
“but we need one who will help us out. The 
best speech of that kind I ever 
heard was by the late Judge Lochrane. 

He had been invited to address a meeting at 
the opera house, and had been selected because 
it was thought that his eloquence would assure 
the people and make them open their pocket- 
books. Judge Lochrane began by notifying 
the people that they would be called upon to 
give. Then he shoved his fingers into his vest 
pocket and, pulling out a roll of bills, said: 

***T71] just start it with this.’ 

“This act wasinfectious, and the money 
was quickly raised. That's the kind of 
speaker we want.’’ 

‘*What’s the matter with you for the orator, 
Tom?” asked Captain Lowry, addressing 
Mayor Glenn. 

“Of course, as mayor, I shall have to make 
a short address,’’ answered Mr. Glenn, “‘but I 
meant the orator of the day when I spoke.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 10.—The stock market today 
was less active than that of yesterday, and the strength 
of yesterday's market was not heid, notwithstanding 
that call loans were easy throughout the day, never 
being more than 6 per cent, and reaching as low as 2. 


Time money, however, is not yet in the market, and 
failures among mercantile houses continue to be ane 


nounced, and today one in the street was added to the 
list. The temper of the market at the opening this 
morning showed that the rise of yesterday was more 
to squeeze the shorts than anything else, and the de- 
mand for that purpose was entirely lacking, and 
while fortnightly settlements were reported as prog- 
ressing very favorably on the other side, London was 
seller, and there was considerable pressure to sell 
what looked like long stocks in many of the leading 
shares. The losses at the opening extended to nearly 
1 per cent, but the decline, after making considerably 
further progress, was checked and a ful] recovery oc- 
curred. The failure on the stock exchange of Hamil- 
ton Bishop was announced before noon, and had the 
effect of frightening off buyers, and the bears, seeing 
the state of affairs, started in to hammer the list with 
the effect of wp ng out the recoveries again. 
the traders we.e inclined to play for a rally after the 
downward movement had continued some time, but 
their efforts served to check the decline for a time, 
and later there was another attack, which, in the last 
hour, carried prices down to the lowest of the day. 
The Coal stocks were specially prominent in this 
later drop, and both Lackawanna and Delaware and 
Hudson lost 4 per cent from the best figures.

cution issued is due,an affidavit which in one of 
its grounds sets forth such a denial in express 
terins as to the whole and every part, en- 
titles the defendant to a trial upon all

3. A statutory power to improve any of the 
streets or any portion of the width of any street 
in the city, includes the power to improve 
cither the whole or less than the 
whole of any street. One street may 
be divided into two sections, and one section 
improved with a double, the other with a sin- 
gle paved track. The property abutting on 
each section may be separately assessed for the 
cost of improving the secgion to which it be- 
longs. For this purpose each section may be 
treated asastreet. 2 Dill. Mun. Corp. §799. 

4. Authority to grade, pave, macadamize or 
otherwise improve for travel or drainage, is 
broad enough to comprehend all work and ma- 
terials embraced in the assessment now in 
question. 

5. Though the 
power to improve the streets con- 
templates that the power shall not 
be exercised until] after the adoption of an or- 
dinauce by a two thirds vote of the municipal 
body, requiring the improvement to be made 
and assessing two thirds of the cost thereof on 
the real estate abutting on each side of the 
street improved, the ordinance itself need not 
specify or designate the materialsor the kind 
of material to be used in paving the street. 
The choice of materials may be made after the 
adoption of the ordinance, and by resolution 
or otherwise as the ordinance may provide. 

6. Though Praeger ge certainly contem- 
plates that the ks of street railroads and a 
space of two feet on either side thereof shall 
be paved or macadamized by the companies at 
their own expense, and abutting owners can- 
not be required to contribute to the cost 
thereof, yet a broad street may well admit of 
general improvement as a system separate and 

istinct from the macadamizing or paving of 
the streot railroads located thereon. Where 
this is so, abutting owners may be required to 
contribute their proper part to defray the cost 
of general improvement, whether the special 
improvement required of railroad companies 
be made or not. 

7. The statute requires no assessment to be 
made by ordinance save that which fixes the 
proportion of cost to be paid by the city as a 
municipality and by abutting owners respec- 
tively. Nor doesit require preliminary esti- 
mates of amounts, or that amounts be other- 
wise ascertained and fixed by the ordinance. 
As the ordinance places the execution of its 
provisions in the hands of the committee on 
streets and lanes, the ministerial duties of that 
committee would include the auditing of biils 
and ascertaining the actual cost of the work; 
also, the measurement of frontage and the ap- 
portionment of two thirds of the whole cost 
amongst the several abutting owners accord- 
ing to the frontage of exch. The jegality and 
accuracy of these ministerial acts are open to 
question on a general affidavit of illegality to 
the execution. 

8. Where the statute authorizes the city 
government ‘‘to assess twothirdsof the cosv 

. »« on the real estate abutting on each side 
of the street or lane improved,’ and requires 
‘the frontage’’ of intersecting streets and 
lanes to be assessed as real estate abutting on 
the street improved, the assessment may be 

apportioned amongst the several property- 
owners by frontage alone, without reference to 
the depth, superficial area or estimated value 
of the various parcelsof abutting property.

9. The statute requiring the frontage of in- 

tersecting streets and lanes to be assessed as 
real estate, and that the mayor and aldermen 
shall be treated as owner and pay from the 
city treasury the just pro rata of cost for and 
according to said frontage, the cost of improv- 
ing intersections is not to be dealt with sep- 
arately, paid by the city and deducted from 
the total cost, but is to be included in such 
total cost when the apportionment is made 
amongst the various property-owners, and the 
city is to be charged just as any other owner 
with its pro rata share of the total cost ac- 
cording to froniage. 
10. No part of a street fronts on the street 
of which it.is a part. The intervening space 
between two paved tracks in the same street 
is no intersection, nor has the city any owner- 
ship of the same dMferent from its ownership 
of the whole breadth of the street. The city 
is not chargeable with the margins of this in- 
tervening space as frontage. 

11. The execution is not invalid because it 
purports on its face to issue for ‘*proportion of 
the cost of paving or otherwise improving 
Liberty street in said city with asphalt in 
front of and abutting on said real estate.’’ The 
real estate must abut on the street, if the street 
is in front of and abutting on the real estate. 

12. The words “‘time, place and manuer of 
sa'e’’ do not embrace the newspaper in which 
the sale is to be advertised. Consequently 
§3656 (a) of the code does not require that sales 
for municipa! taxes shall be advertised in the 
same newspaper in which sheriff’s sales for 
city and county taxes are advertised,
